miral ‘Scheer was- destroyed, thus 
avenging the loss of Sir Christopher 
Cradock and his squadron at Coronel 
a few weeks earlier. 

(Lord Leverhulme died suddenly. 
He was best known as a soap manu- 
facturer ant! the model village which 
he built for his workers at Port Sun- 
light was one of the earliest efforts to 
improve the position of the working 
people in Great Britain and introduce 
petter feeling between employers 
and employed. 

The British Food Commission has 
made its reports. There is a majority 
report and two minority reports. The 
majority report recommends ‘the re- 
4{ntroduction to some extent of the 
food control instituted! in the war. 
One minority report recommends no 
control. The other suggests an even 
more stringent control than that of 
the first report. 

At the League of Nations the British 
representatives have advised the 
omission of warships from the propos- 
ed agreement to prevent the selling of 
arms and munitions without the auth- 
ority of the League. The British con- 
tention is that the agreement is in- 
tended to prevent secret arming, and 
that warships cannot be built secretly. 
Japan and Italy support.'the British 
proposal ant! opposition has only come 
from o few of the smal! nations. 

There is strong opposition in and 
out of the British Parliament to the 
proposed duty on imported silk. There 
was also a heated scene between Mr. 
Winston Churchill, the present Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, and Mr. 
Snowden, the late Chancellor under 
the (Labour Government owing to the 
suggestion of Mr. Snowden that Mr. 
Churchill has sold“his free trat'e prin- 
ciples to obtain office. 

The Wembley Bxhibition has been 
re-opened by the King. The Canadian 
exhibits are reported to be even bet- 
ter than last year. 


FOREIGN 

Hard fighting has been going on in 
Morocco between the Moors and the 
French. So far the French seem to 
have been getting the best of it, but 
they have not been able to relieve all 
their besieged posts, which they havé 
been supplying with water and muni- 
tions from aeroplanes. 

Tha attempt to reach the North 
Pole by aeroplane has been delayed 
hy bac! weather. Three aviators are 
proposing to make the attemnt. 
Amundsen from Spitzbergen, MeMil- 
lan from Greenland, an¢! Algarssou 
from another point.

THE WESTERN GENERAL 
QUESTION 


The people of Red Deer will be glad 
to see the announcement in this issue 
that the City and the Western Gener- 
al Electric Company have agreed on a 
basis of arbitration for the purchase 
by the City of the Company’s plant 
and rights in the City. The arbitrator 
will be the Board of Public Utilities, 
which ensures an entirely impartial 
consideration of both sides of the 
question, 

Before any purchase is actually 
made a'by-law will have to be submit- 
ted to the people. It will ‘be some lit- 
tle time before this can be done, prob- 
ably about two months at any rate. 
In the meantime the. question will no 
doubt be discussed fully by the citi- 
zens in private. 

It may not be out of place to sug- 
gest that in considering this question 
certain things may well be kept in 
mind. It has not been easy to arrive 
at a basis of settlement. Much time, 
thought and discussion has been given 


to it. Now that such ‘basis has been 
arrived at, nothing should lightly be 
said or done to disturb it. Let there 


be no thought of personal bitterness 
in this matter. Let credit be given to 
all concerned for acting in good 
faith. Let it be remembered that 
just as the City Council and its 
members havea the right and _ the 
duty to protect the interest of the 
City, so the Company and its repre- 
sentatives have the right and the duty 
to protect their interests. Let there 
be no suggestion of selfishness on one 
side or the other. Self-interest enters 
into all our actions more or less, and 
‘none of us can in this respect cast a 
stone at our fellows. If there are 
any doubts in our minds as to the wis- 
‘dom or otherwise of any course of ac- 
ition, let us give the benefit of the 
doubt to the cause of peace and con- 
ciliation. Let us remember that we 
elected the City Council to represent 
us, and that therefore we should be 
very slow to question any decision 
they may come to or reject, any 
course they may advise, even while we 
may and ought to weigh freely and 
fully such dedisions and advice before 
adoptizg them. In short, let us all try 
in this matter to tury the tomahawk 
of strife in the land of deep forget: 


THE CITY BEAUTIFUL 


Those who heard the address of Mr. 
Reader, the Parks Superintendent of 
Calgary, ten days ago, or read the 
summary of it published in the local 
papers, probably noticed that almost 
al] the natural features which he men- 
tioned as being desirable for the parks 
which beautify a city are either al- 
ready possessed or are comparatively 
easily attainable by Red Deer.

have acquired in good time and before 
their price had become too exorbi- 
tantly high. Mr. Reader’s suggestions 
for further improvements are very 
moderate in respect of cost and likely 
to add quite a little to the appearance 
and comfort of our city. In particular 
‘the growing of shade trees on the 
public square will in due time be a 
notable addition. At present the 
‘city square, with its grass, its band- 


Stand, guns and its excellent children’s 
playground, is in some respects wholly 
admirable, but there is just a sugges- 
tion of bare dustiness about it on ‘hot 
glaring days which will be pleasantly 
relieved by ‘the eventual growth of 
trees on it. Shade is needed when 
people want tosit quietly and rest for 
aitime on the square. The Post Office 
grounds are better off in this respect, | 
though these can never be in any- 
thing like satisfactory condition until 
‘that dreadful eyesore of a pit is filled 
in or made use of in some way. That, 
however, is not the fault of the city 
authorities. We understand that Mr.

ANOTHER OIL BOOM COMING? 


All the indications point to the fact 
that the question of oil in Alberta is 
again coming to the fore. After the 
disastrous boom of 1914, the name of 
oll for some years stank in the nos- 
trils of the people of Alberta. Yet

going on. Some at least have refused 
to believe that oil could not be got in 
Alberta, and now it looks as though 
they. may ‘be right. At Wainwright 
there is ofl in some quantities at 
least. ‘South of Calgary there seems 
to be oil. Close to the international 
boundary there are indications of oil. 
Just beyond it there seems to be oil 
in plenty. Interest, not to say excite- 
ment, is again rising. One or two 
more successful strikes might lead to 
another of those strange booms which 
have affected most civilized communi- 
ties from the days of the South Sea 
Bubble downwards, and to which this 
North Amercian Continent seems 
very liable. 

Now there is no question about what 
the 1914 oil boom was. It was an 
unmitigated Cisaster for the Province, 
in the course of which most of the 
available cash of the Province disap- 
peared in a few weeks into the pockets 
of promoters and never reappeared 
again. It was not that these promot- 
ers were all dishonest. Some of them 
were quite sincere in their belief in 
the oil possibilities. The trouble was 
that most of promoters and investors 
alike were hopelessly ignorant of 
everything relating to the finding of 
oil and wholly reckless as to the real 
chances of success or failure in actu- 
ally getting oil. What they wanted 
was not oil but the opportunity to 
gamble in shares. 

If the boom comes again, it may be 
expected that the Board of Public Util- 
ities will be overwhelmed with appli- 
cations from new companies for the 
right to sell their shares to the pub- 
lic,and the public will dash madly in 
to put hard-earned cash into the most 
faintly hopeful enterprise. The “ex- 
perts” will again appear in droves and 
the imbecile talk of “anti-clines” and 
“strata” and “dips” which character- 
ized the last boom will be heard all 
over again. 

The oil may be there in actual fact. 
Its finding may mean the production 
of vast wealth for Alberta just as it 
has done for Texas, California and 
other parts of the States. Many may 
make fortunes out of it, but it is to be 
feared that more will be ruined by it. 
If a boom comes and there is a rush 
to invest, it will be well to remember: 

(a) That the ofl industry is very 
highly organized and is almost wholly 
controlled by two or three enormously 
powerful corporations, of which the 
Standard Oil and the Shell ‘Companies 
are the chief. These companies have 
the small companies at ‘their mercy 
in regard to the sale of their output.

THE DECLINE OF COMMUNISM 


In the last fortnight Europe has had 
its mind turned with sharpness to the 
danger of communism, ‘first by the 
fatal outrage in Bulgaria and there. 
after by the rumours and mutterings 
of Communist plots all over Europe. 
Even the British Home Secretary has 
publicly stated the existence of such 
plots. Nevertheless, it looks as if 
Communism had really shot its bolt 
and failed to attain its aim. Nven in 
Russia, where it has had its only com- 
plete victory and opportunity, it is 
losing grownd. In the country  dis- 
qricts communism no longer exists 
and the recent concessions to pri- 
vate traders are tending to wipe it 
out in the cities also. [he Soviet 
Government is still nominally Com- 
munistic, but in reality it is gradually 
turning towards the mnrore ‘rational 
methods. 

Similarly in the rest of Europe 
Communism is weakening. At the 
close of the war the governments of 
Europe were almost afraid to join 
issue with Communism at all. They 
tried to avoit’ the raising of the issue 
and to divert the people’s minds else- 
where, while the unofficial press did 
the work of driving home the dread- 
ful object lesson of Russia to the 
public = intelligence. Communists 
openly praclaimed their theories and 
uttered their threats, anc’ they went 
practically unchallenged. 

That is not so now. The Bulgarian 
outrage was immediately followed by 
active steps being taken against ‘tthe 
Communists all over Europe, steps 
taken openly by the governments with 
the obvious approval of the vast ma 
jority of the people. Communism is 
no longer referred to in hushec' tones 
agifit werea sleeping wild beast that 
must not be waked lest it tear the 
watchers to pieces. It is still regard 
ed as a wild beast, but as one to ba 
huntec! down and - xterminated with.

CHILD KILLED 
AT INNISFAIL 


An exceedingly painful impression 
has been caused in Innisfail by the 
death of Violet Forrester, the  two- 
year-old daughter of Mr. ané''Mrs. Wil- 
liam Forrester, Jr. Early on Wed- 
nesday afternoon last the child was 
found by its mother lying in the 
street with its head crushec'. Medical 
help was at once called in, but ‘the 
child was already dead, though the 
body was still warm. The presump- 
tion is that the child was run over by 
some kind of motor vehicle. If so it 
seems impossible that the occupant 
of the car could not have noticed 
the accident anc' the callousness with 
which apparently the poor little girl 
was left lying in the road while the 
cer drove on, must rouse the strongest 
indignation. However, no announce- 
ment has yet been made by the ‘police 
in the case, so that judgment must 
naturally be suspended for the pres- 
ent. 


A Cononer’s inquest was held at 
Innisfail on Monday, when Dr. Backus, 
of Red Deer, gave evidence tending tu 
show that the child had been killed by 
being run over by a car. The evi- 
dence of an 8-year-old child in the 
street at about the probable time of 
Ceath suggested the possibility that a 
car ‘passing at the time, and described 
by the witness, might have done the 
injury. Mr, Robert Henry, of Calgary, 
who drove through Innisfail at about 
the time, attended the inquest and 
gave evidence that he saw the children 
playing in the street when he passec’ 
anc was satisfied that his car had not 
touched the little girl. No blame or 
charge of any kind has been laid 
against Mr. Henry in the matter. The 
Coroner’s jury browght in a verdict 
that the child was killed by being 
struck with a blunt instrument. For 
the present the responsibility for thi; 
sad accdent cannot be ‘fixed. Great 
sympathy is felt with the family of the 
little girl.

i. EVOLUTION A GUESS? 


‘. In Thursday's edition of the ‘Calgary 
Albertan appears an account of an. ad- 
“tress delivered by a speaker who is 
-holding forth in ‘Calgary, in which the 
‘theory of evolution is denounced with 
< The speaker 
casts ridicule upon the theory and 
contemptuously dismisses it ‘with the 
Statement that it is only a guess. In 
science a theory is something more 
than a guess. It is an attempt to ex- 
plain certain natural phenomena and 
to give plausible reason for ‘the ex- 
Astence of such. If new evidence com- 
es to light which cannot be explained 
_by the existing theory, then a new 
theory takes its place. Science is 


/rarely,ifever, dogmatic, and never ac-. 


‘cepts anything as unalterable truth, 
until it has been proved! by experiment- 
:Now, what is this theory of evolution, 
-and what natura) phenomena does it 
use as evidence in its support? In 
‘brief, it is an attempt to explain or 
_ show how life upon our planet has Ce- 
“veloped, not from separate acts of 
creation but by a natural development, 
one species from another. It holds 
that the Ifirst life on the earth was of 
very simple, one-celled form, suited to 
the environment in which it found 
itself, but gradually developing as the 
_ nvironment changec. It uses as 
evidence the fossils or remains of 
life, found buried in rocks. These 
fossils plainly show that living forms, 
both plant and animal, were different 
in past ages from the living forms of 
today. They also show that existing 
species of animals in some cases have 
“developed from forms which did exist 
in previous ages, taking slightly Cciffer- 
“ent forms in succeeding periods of 
time because of a changed environ- 
ment. Some species of animals have 
ceased to exist and have left no des- 
»cendants or evolutes. It is a plain 
rease of the survival of the fittest, a 
. Survival of those forms of life which 
have gradually changed to meet 
changing conditions. Life has devel- 
oped like a tree, a common stock to 
start with, which branchec! as condi- 
tions permitted, some branches dying, 
-but others developing, until we have 
many separate branches. Even the 
theory of evolution itself has evolved, 
some parts of it which did not bear the 
test of investigation having been cast 
out. That the theory is still in a sort 
of fluid state is due only to the dif- 
‘culty of securing complete fossil evi- 
' dence, but thus far nothing has been 
found which can upset the theorv. At- 
tempts have been made to upset it by 
ricicule, a sort of argument which 
-Tyever gats very far towards its pur- 
‘pose. That a belief in the reason- 
ableness of this theory is incompat- 
ible with a belief in God {fs utter non- 
sense, as we must in any case get back 
to a Creation, a Divine Intelligence 
‘ which could bring about life as it sex- 
fsts today by evolution and which 
. could establish the laws governing 
.the natural universe. Tt cannot be 
‘difficult to believe in such an Intelll- 
_pence. ‘Many years ago the majority 
of people refused to accept the idea 
‘that the earth movec' round the sun, 
“because it conflicted with certain es- 
tablished dogmas. Now the majority 
do accept it as the only reasonable 
explanation of why the seasons fol- 
low each other. Js there any reason 
why, as the theory of evolution ibe- 
comes better understood, it should 
not be universally accepted as _ the 
reasonable explanation of the develop- 
ment of life.

THE CITY AND THE 
WESTERN GENERAL 
ELECTRIC CO'Y 


In the Court House, on Wednesday 
last, Judge Carpenter, 1epresenting 
the Board of Public Utilities, met the 
representatives of the City and the 
Western General Electric Co., with a 
view to arranging a basis of agree- 
ment. The Mayor and the City Coun- 
cillors were present, Commissioner 
Stephenson anc’ the City Solicitor 
The Company were represented by 
Mr. Frank Ford, K.C., and Messrs. W 
A. Moore and L. Leigh. 

Judge 'Carpenter presided, and open- 
ed the proceedings by shortly review- 
ing the recent proceedings before the 
(Municipal Law Committee of the 
Legislature, tthe result of which was 
the reference to the Board of Public 
Utilities to act as conciliator between 
the parties. 

Mr. Force’, on behalf of the Company, 
thought that the City should make a 
definite offer to the Company, and in- 
timated that the Company was willing 
to submit to the arbitrators of the 
Board of Public Utilities. He repeat- 
ed the statements already published 
of the Company’s atititude on the fran- 
chise value, the fact that it is a going 
concern, the displacement of capital, 
the collection of the book debts anc’ 
the assets to be taken over by the 
City. He thought that account should 
be taken of the cost of these proceed: 
ings, anc! the loss caused to the Com- 
pany by the rise of tthe sterling ex- 
chance since the new boilers were 
contracted for, inasmuch as the City’s 
application to the Legislature stopped 
the Company’s financing of the pay- 
ment for tthe boilers. 

(Mayor Johns explained the City’s 
point of view very clearly. The City, 
he said, wanted to buy the Company 
out if the (Company would name a Crfi- 
nite figure as a basis for negotiations, 
On the figures given by Mr. Pearson, 
tthe engineer, at last yedr’s hearing, 
the city offered $51,000.00. The really 
outstanding question was the boilers. 
He considered that arbitration was 
needed to fix the price. The City did 
not want to take over two sets of boil- 
ers or instal the new ones, which 
would mean a heavy cost. It was a 
matter of doubt if the new boilers 
were an asset of a liability. Further, 
on account of the Spray Lakes power 
scheme, it was doubtfully wise ‘for 
the cost of new boilers to ‘be incurred 

A considerable amount of discussion 
followed, from which it emerged that 
both parties were willing to submit to 
the arbitration of the Board, but there 
was a difference as to the basis of 
such arbitration. The Company wish- 
ed it to be understood that the City 
were toltake over the boilers and that 
the arbitration shoulc’ merely fix the 
price, while the City wished the arbi- 
tration to decide whether or not the 
boilers should be itaken over at all. 
The disposal of the old boilers when 
taken out was also a matter of dis- 
apreement, each side wishing the 
other to assume the task of disposing 
of them. 

Judge Carpenter asked for the opin- 
fons of any members of ithe Council. 
Alverman McClure thought that  be- 
cause the city was proposing to buy 
the Company out now, and not in 1928, 
the boilers should be taken over at the 
arbitrator’s figure and subject to the 

) approval of the ratepayers. As to the 

old boilers, he did not want to take 
them over, but the arbitrator might 
‘fix a ‘price for them if 'they were sale- 
able. 

Alderman Snell said that he consid- 
ered the boiler question of great im- 
portance, and that he was not prepar- 
et! to support the purchase of the new 
boilers, on tthe ground that they were 
not suitable or needed. He wished the 
Board to decide this question, but was 
strongly against the City taking over 

_ both sets of boilers. 

| The sitting was adjourned till the 
afternoon to allow the parties consider 
the position. On its resumption the 
Commissioner pointed out that either 
the parties must agree as to the assets

the old boilers, when taken out. 

The' parties having now practically 
reached an agreement for a basis 
of arbitration, the agreement was re- 
ducet! to definite terms after some 
further slight discussion. The basis 
of arbitration agreed cn between the 
parties is as follows. 

The parties agree to the arbitration 
of the Board of Public Utilities as to: 

1. The value to be fixed, if any, for 
the franchise, for going concern value 
and for displacement of capital if any. 

2. The value of the Company’s plant, 
it being understood that the City will 
take over the new boilers at present 
in the Company’s possession and not 
connected, andthe'Company be allowed 
present day value, and that the Com- 
‘pany: be allowed for. the boilers ait 
present in use at their fair value for 
sale when disconnected, the Board to 
have the privilege of calling in an 
expert, he to be present at the hear- 
ing. 

The plant is not to be construed as 
including the retail store or the stock 
therein or the book debts of the Com-j 
pany. 

Each party willl pay their own costs 
of the arbitration. 

The date suggestet' for the hearing 
was Ist June.

On this text Mr. Mathews enlarges 
and shows how the hope of;the world 
lies im race co-operation. He demol- 
ishes the arguments of essential an- 
tagonism of white and coloured peo- 
ples by showing that indivictuals when 
untroubled by convention and caste 
regulations get on perfectly well to- 
gether, and he likewise points out 
‘that the essential superiority which 
the white man now claims..over the 
coloured man. is a very recent thing. 
A matter of 2000 years ago the posi- 
tion was exactly the reverse. It was: 
in Egypt and India that civilization 
had its centre, while the people of 
Britain were skin-clad savages given 
to human sacrifice and such horrors. 

As he goes on Mr. Mathews gratu- 
ally develops his main argument that 
the one true solution of the whole 
problem is in the simple quality of 
brotherly love between map and man, 
the esentially Christian qualities of 
charity, mercy and forbearance. Nat- 

; urally ‘he regards the League of Na- 
, tions as an expression, however inad- 
, equate, of that better spirit, and he 
pleads earnestly that the war of the 
future should: not be the blind war of 
nation against nation, but the war of 
good against evil, against disease, and 
misery and cruelty all over the world. 

Altogether this is a striking book, 
easy to read and full of suggestive 
ideas. The fact that since it was first 
published in March, 1924, it has gone 
through eight editions up to last No- 
vember speaks for itself. It is a 
very cheap book and might well be 
added! to the Red Deer City Library. 
We in Canada, with our Pacific Coast- 
line and our proximity to the United 
States wth its Negro and Japanese 
problems cannot afford to ignore the 
racial question, and this book is a fine 
contribution to the study of it.

‘Alberta ‘thas the reputation, anc’ de- 
servedly so, of having upon its Statute 
.| books’ some ‘of the most advanced leg- 
islation in the Dominion, but in spite 
of ‘this ‘reputation there. are ‘ many 
flelds for improvement, and ong which 
is of vital importance and in:need ‘of 
immediate attention, is in relation to 
the collection of debts. 
- Included in’ the .term “debts,” are 
moneys due under contracts as well as 
claims for damages. The subject. is 
one which.is of interest ‘to every class 
of"society,. It ‘is of ‘equal importance 
to farmers, merchants, manufacturers 


the various professions. 

All who :have’any knowledge of this 
sudject: will.admit that ithe procedure 
in Alberta is unsatisfactory and un- 
successful in results, and is such that 
any debtor who is prepared to act dis- 
honestly can, without the least. diffi- 
_[ culty, defeat his creditors. 

We have in the. Province all the 
[necessary machinery and officials for 

the proper enforcement of the debts, 
but unfortunately we are lacking in 
legislative authority, and in this 
respect. we are ffar.behinc' Bngland. 
From a brief outline of the procedure 
at present in existence in Alberta and 
the procedure existing in Bngland it 
will be seen ‘where the one is superior 
to the other, and we shall then ea- 
deavor to indicate in what way the 
Alberta procedure can be improved 
and the advantages to be thereby 
gained. 

The subject of necessity gives open- 
ing dor attack on account of the 
many technicalities anc’ exceptions 
and reservations, which would arise on 
the enforcement of the suggested 
amendments. This attitude is only an 
outling of the proposed amendments, 
and therefore, it is deemed advisable 
to omit all technicalities as far as 
possible and explain it in as simp!te 
ant! non-technical language a8 PpoOs- 
sible. 

First, with regard to (Canadian pro- 
cedure. The collection of debts as de- 
fined above, namely, claims arising 
under contracts or damage claims, 
are dealt with by three courts, the 
division of their work being governed 
by the amount of the claim. All claims 
over $600.00 are dealt with by the 
Trial Division of the Supreme Court 
of Alberta; those over $100.00 anc’ not 
exceeding $600.00 are dealt with by 
the District Courts; and all debts un- 
der contracts under $100.00 may be 
tried either in the District Court or 
before a Police Magistrate under the 
Provisions of the Small Debt Act. 

Actions in each of the courts are 
commenced in a similar form; in the 
Supreme and District Courts by issue 
of Statement of ‘Claim and in Sma!l 
Debt Court, by issue of Small Deb. 
Summons. These statements of claim 
or Small Debt Summonses set out 
particulars of the nature of the claim 
in sufficient fullness to enable the Ce- 
ffendant to know exactly how the 
claim arises, what it is for and how 
the amount is made up. 

The actions in the Supreme Court 
and District Court follow the same 
procedure, that is, that the Defendant 
is given a certain number of days 
within which to enter a defence. If 
no defence is filled within the limited 
time, when the plaintiff is at liberty 
to sign judgment. If a defence is fil-

Any ‘one of ‘these claims ‘prevents the 
Sheriff seizing-and ‘realizing and ‘in 
addition in'the case of. an’ adverse 
claim, such’ as. by the: Mortgagee; wife 
or relative, tt may involve the creditor 
in an interpleader action in order to 
find out whether the claim’ made © is 

onest: or dishonest, and if he loses 
he will be saddled: with the. costs, ‘of 
the ‘action, which -will run into quite a 
substantial sum.: Experience ‘has 
proved that in a-great number of cases 
after the Sheriff-has made his seizure 
it will be found that either the whole 
of the goods or so much of them are 


‘either -protected by exemptions or 


subject to hostile claims that it is 
useless :to proceed. and the Sheriff 
withdraws and the execution creditor 
is saddled-with all the costs of the 
seizure, which are by no means light. 

We will assume that the Sheriff.has 
‘been unable 'to realize the full amount 
of the claim under the seizure of the 
debtor’s personal property and has re- 
turned to the creditora report stating 
that fact or tthat,the debtor has no 
goods that'can be seized. ‘The debtor. 
however, is the registered owner of 
land against which the creditor is 
desirous of proceeding to realize ‘his 
claim. The first condition of ‘this so 
doing {s that he must wait for one year 
from the date of his execution, he then 
must obtain lfrom ‘the Sheriff a Certifi- 
cate that he has endeavoured to real- 
ize against the debtor’s personal prop- 
erty but has failed to realize the 
amount of the claim. After these 
two conditions are complied with the 
creditor may proceed. Were again he 
is faced with difficulties, in the major- 
ity of cases there is a Mortgage 
against the land,probably a caveat fil- 
ed by the Municipality for taxes ow- 
ing, seed Grain Lien filed or some 
other encumbrance, which even if 
they do not altogether defeat the 
creditor, so materfally depreciate the 
value on realization, that it is very 
doubtful whether if sold, it will real- 
ize sufficient to discharge the credit- 
or’s claim. ven assuming the land is 
cleat, if the creditor offers it for sale 
by public auction, and it is not sold, 
he stands in a different ‘position from 
a ‘Mortgagee. who under such circum- 
stances would be in a position to fore- 
close and take the land, but an execu- 
‘tion creditor has no such rights. his 
only alternative being to keep on hav 
ing the property put up for sale time 
after time, which of course means a 
piling up of expense. This exhausts 
his remedies under his execution. 
There are other remedies, namely. 
the appointment of a Recefver, but 
this only arises in very exceptional 
eases and {s so uncommon that it is 
not proposed to be dealt with here. 
The other alternative is to make the 
debtor bankruot, a very doubtful hene- 
fit to the creditor, but, even if adopt- 
ed, that remedy is not open to anv 
creditor or body of creditors whose 
claim or united claims do not come up 
to $500.00 and they are therefore Ici't 
without remedy under the Bankruptcy 
Act. 

The Dnglish procedure and the Al- 
berta procedure as above outlined are 
very similar up to and including Exe- 
cution, Receivership and Bankruptev 
But it is at this stage of the procecd- 
ings where itissumbitted the Englisch 


‘procedure is more beneficial to the 


creditor than the Alberta. 

Under the English rules of Court 
the right is given to the Trial Judge te 
order pavment of the claim by instal. 
ments. The procedure is simple. The 
execution creditor can apply ex narte 
that is without notice to the - defend. 
ant, for an Order that the defendant 
pay the debt by instalments and the 
amount of the instalments is left to 
the discretion of the Judge making 
the Order. The usual practice, how: 
ever, is that the Judge requires some 
evidence as to the defendant’s means 


creditors anda) day. tixed’ for.’ the 
hearing “before the’ County Court 
Judge.’ Upon the ‘hearing of: the ap- 
plication, after hearing all parties, the 
Judge then appoints some person’ ‘to 
enforce the Order that the Judge shall 
make, and orders that the’ debts ‘be 
paid in full or to such extent as the 
debtor’s assets will permit, either in 
one sum or by. instalments, but if the 
Order is made for payment by instal- 
ments the payments must be’ complet- 
ed within six years fror the date of 
the Order, and a further’ order is 
made restraining the creditors. from 
taking any further action against the 
debtor, but leave is given to the crecit- 
ors if the debtor fail 'to comply with 
the terms of the Order, to apply to 
the Judge to rescind the Administra- 
tion Order. The procedure has been 
found extremely. beneficial: both to 
creditors and debtors, because it en- 
‘ables an ‘honest debtor to meet his lia- 
bilities when pressure and *proceed- 
ings might hopelessly cripple him. 

Reference was made earlier in re- 
gard to the Exemption Ordinance. 
When this Ordinance was passed, it 
was an excellent piece of legislation, 
and absolutely necessary ‘to protect 
settlers in a new country, and so long 
as the exemptions are honestly exer- 
cised it should not be interfered with, 
but experience ‘thas shown that there 
are’'a number of dishonest persons 
in this Province who incur debts with 
no intention of paying them and who 
shelter themselves behind the Exemp- 
tion Ordinance. 

There is no need to repeat what 
these exemptions are, but it is at 
once apparent that a man who claims 
his full exemptions can ‘be exceedingly 
well off and yet able to set his credit- 
ors at defiance. Repeal of the Ex- 
emption Ordinance {s not suggested, 
but that where it can be proved that 
a debtor has wilfully or recklessly in- 
curred debts and makes no effort to 
discharge them, a creditor should be 
allowed to make application and pow: 
er should be placed in the hands of 
the Supreme Court Judges to cancel 
in whole or in part, the débtor’s ©x- 
emptions and order the whole or suffi: 
cient part thereof to ‘be sold for the 
benefit of ‘his creditors. Needless to 
say such a drastic remedy would only 
be granted after an extremely careful 
investigation of all the facts by the 
Judges. The burden of proving that 
the debtor is dishonestly protecting 
himself under his exemptions will 
fal] on the plaintiff, and the defendant 
would of course require to be served 
with notice of the intended applica- 


tion to enable him to appear and op-) 


pose the same. xperlence has prov: 
ed that these exemptions are @ great 
hardship upon creditors in many in- 
stances, and are being dishonestly 
claimed, and the suggested alteration 
is urgently needed. 

This change is not advocated in the 
interest of any ‘particular body but in 
the interest of every creditor in the 
Province. 

If to this amendment of the Exemp- 
tions Ordinance there was to be add- 
ed the English procedure outlined 
above in respect of Judgment Sum- 
monses, Orders for Payment ‘by Instal- 
ments and Administration Orders, it 
is suggested that the collection of 
legitimate debts in Alberta would be 
helped and the ‘business life of the 
Province put on a generally healthier 


footing.
